Three days of confusion and re­ 
volt ended with an agreement that 
the house ways and means com­ 
mittee initiate a bill to carry out 
the president's so-called “share-the- 
vealth ” plan. 
Refusal of the Democrats on this 
committee to permit the Senate to 
write the bill and widespread at­ 
tacks on the plan to jam such an

Production has been the largest since 1929, members of the Auto­ 
mobile Manufacturers’ Association in session at Detroit are told, the 
figures being based on factory sales reports and estimates for the last 
half-year, indicating a yearly total of 3,525,000 cars and trucks. 
Exports 
of cars to foreign countries show a gratifying increase. 
Naturally much of this advance must be credited to replacements 
of old cars, visual evidence of this being presented on all highways, 
where new road construction competes for attention with advances in 
iruck transportation. 
Behind this condition stand the heavy indus­ 
tries—steel, rubber, lumber, with plate glass, copper, aluminum and 
petroleum as auxiliaries.
